NEW YORK— (A P )—The shadow of the buy er's market is 
falling today on some industries where the seller has been most 
strongly entrenched. 
Supply has caught up with demand—or is predicted by indus­ 
try leaders to be breathing down the necks of those who have the 
iollowing to sell; 
Automobiles, houses, oil products, coal, rail transportation, 
paper products, and even some steel and copper products. 
All were among the scarcest of the scarce not so long ago. Few 
are on the surplus list y et, but their producers are now seeing the 
shape of the buy er’s market to come. 
Return to a buy er's market is not to be confused with a re­ 
cession. 
As Henry Ford II, president of the Ford Motor Co.. say s: “ I 
wish we were in a buy er's market today . We re living in a fool’s 
paradise.” 
Of his own industry , the motor man say s: “ Cars may be plenti­ 
ful in a y ear and a half. Then again it might be in six months. 
Any way , a customer can usually get a high-price car today without 
waiting.” 
And a high official in the Dodge firm say s that there already 
is a buy er’s market in all trucks over one ton. 
A leading New York City used-ear dealer is quoting below-llst- 
prices on new-used cars in the higher priced lines, and say s: “ Busi­ 
ness is now virtually at a standstill.” 
Or look at houses. Herman C. Walther of Chicago, a past presi­ 
dent of the American Institute of Real Estate Appraisers, say s: “ The 
familiar statement, i can’t find a place to live,’ is fast disappear­ 
ing. The peak of activity was passed in April.” 
And the government reports that 22,000 fewer new homes were 
started this October than last.

Co hint Fo r Austin 


While Secretary of State Marshall is absent 
frt m Paris to confer with President Truman, John 
Foster Dulles will serve as acting chairman of the 
United States* delegation to the United Nations 
meetings in the French capital. His designation by 
the chief executive is a graceful gesture towards 
continuation of bipartisan foreign policy , although 
of no real significance. Dulles has been recognized 
generally as ranking second to Marshall. 
Of greater interest was the announcement by 
Mr. Truman of the appointment of Ben Cohen to 
serve in the capacity of chief delegate to the United 
Nations general assembly , replacing the ailing 
former Senator Warren K. Austin. Cohen, a man 
of gicat capacity , has served in so many role- since 
the early day s of the Roosevelt administration, but 
more recently his activities in the state department 
have drawn attention to him even more conspicu­ 
ously . A skilled negotiator of rare ability , if Cohen 
can be spared, it would be a break for the country 
to find him figuring more prominently in the trou­ 
bled international seas.

sands of Nebraskans engaged in agriculture make ! 
no effort to obtain refunds. 
At the very lowest 
figure there are at least 80,000 farms being oper- 
ah d in the state. 
We thought the step toward gasoline tax ex- ! 
emption was unwise, short-sighted at the time it 
received legislative approval. Conditions at the time 
it first was brought forward provided much more 
solid basis for it than exists today . The state had 
passed through drouth; through depression, and 
economic conditions on the farms were serious 
enough to afford some justification for the enter- 
ing loophole at that tune. Those circumstances do 
not exist now. The greater the prosperity on the 
farm, the greater the claims for refunds, which is 
the experience that every state has had under gaso­ 
line (ax exemption. 
Primarily the matter is one 
for decision by the farmers themselves. If they 
want the gasoline used in theii farming oi nations 
exempted from tax, they are by their own decision 
depriving highway s of s o re ly needed revenue. The 
matter is one that calls for thoughtful, dispassion­ 
ate study .

DDT Dangerous 
For Livestock 
. . . Ento mo lo g ists Find 


University of Neb raska ento­ 
mologists recommended F r i d a y 
that Neb raska farmers discontinue 
using DT on livestock, especially 
dairy cattle. 
What was formerly called the 
fab ulous insecticide now' has b een 
determined dangerous, according 
to the entomologists. Dairy ani­ 
mals sprayed with DDT. they said, 
ab sorb or lick off the insecticide 
and excrete it in the milk fat 
Much of the ab sorb ed insecticide 
also is stored in the fatty tissues 
of the b ody of the b eef animal, 
they found. 
Recommend New Chemicals. 
But now there are new chemi­ 
cals on the market that the ento­ 
mologists say are “less likely” to 
b e ab sorb ed b y animals than DDT. 
They 
are 
DDD, 
scientifically 
called dichloro, diphenyl, dichlore- 
thane, and DMDT, a close relative 
of DDT. 
The entomologists say that DDD 
is ab sorb ed ab out half as much as 
DDT, and DMDT gives little indi­ 
cation of b eing ab sorb ed at all. 
Manufacturers and distrib utors 
have given their word, the ento­ 
mologists said, that Neb raska will 
have an ample supply of DDI) and 
DMDT b y next spring and the 
price w'il! b e ab out the same. 
The entomologists asserted they 
are not overruling or outmoding 
DDT, “b ut we b elieve the other 
chemicals to b e safer.” They said 
DDT will b e the standard recom­ 
mendation in all other instances 
where it is now used.
